WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
(UP)—The. Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee Tuesday postponed 
further action on Edwin W. Pau- 
ley’s nomination to be Undersec- 
retary of the Navy amid increas- 
ing indications that Pauley will 
withdraw his controversial ap- 
pointment Wednesday. 

The committee called off a 
echeduled hearing on Pauley’s 
qualifications and Chairman 
David I. Walsh, Democrat, Massa- 
chusetts, said it would meet in 
closed session Wednesday to de 
cide whether to hold further 
hearings or conclude them. 

Early settlement of the dispute 
also was indicated by a confer- 
ence of top Democratic leaders, 
including Democratic National 
Chairman Robert E. Hannegan, 
who also conferred Tuesday with 
President Truman. 
CONFERENCE HELD 

Hannegan went up to the capi- 
tol to confer with Pauley, Walsh 
and Sen. Millard E. Tydings, 
Democrat, Maryland, who has 
handled Pauley’s defense during 
six weeks of hearings. Asked | 
whether he had received any | 
word from Mr. Truman on the| 
nomination, Walsh replied: “No.” | 

Walsh gave no explanation of | 
the decision to call off the hear-. | 
ing. Pauley had been prepared to) 
continue his defense against | 
charges that he im erly 5s0-| 
licited campaign funds as Demo- | 
cratic national treasurer in 1944. 

He reportedly is ready to ask 
Mr. Truman to withdraw his 
nomination after the committee 
clears his name of this charge, 
brought by former Secretary of 
the Interior Harold L. Ickes. 
WALSH'S STATEMENT 

Walsh said hehad no further in- 
formation on Pauley’s withdrawal, 
but added that he had heard that 
Pauley might be willing to 
“stand on the record” as it has 
been made to date. This might in- 
dicate that Pauley already con- 
siders his name cleared. 

Walsh predicted the committee 
would not vote on the nomination 
Wednesday. 

Poth Tydings and Sen. Charles 
W. Tobey. Republican, New 
Hampshire, leader of the Pauley 
opposition, have indicated that 
they expect the hearings to end 
this week. Tobey said he thought 
they would be over “by Wednes- 
day night” and Tydings indicated 
he expected them to be ended by 
next Sunday at the latest.

To Soviet 


‘Those Wanting Peace 
Must Not Provoke 
War, Connally Says 


WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
(UP)—Chairman Connally, Demo- 
crat, Texas, of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, told the sen- 
ate Tuesday he is convinced that 


Russia does not want another war 
but he warned that “those who 
want peace must not commit acts 
that tend to provoke war.” 

Reporting on the London meet- 
ing of the United Nations Organi- 
zation, to which he was a U. S. 
delegate, he said Russia was en- 
titled to any form of government 
she wants but “these rights do 
not extend beyond her bounda- 
ries.” 

Expressing his views as this 
country and Russia were differ- 
ing sharply on international is- 
sues, he suggested that Big Three 
or Big Five meetings be held 
periodically to smooth friction be- 
fore it boils over into war. 


SPECTATORS APPLAUD 
“In frank conversations face to 


to eye—in language clear and plain 
and if need be blunt,” he said, 
“many questions which might 
otherwise result in serious inter- 
national friction could be ad- 
justed.” 

Galleries jammed with 1,000 
spectators joined the senate in ap- 
plause when he finished. Sen. 
Vandenberg, Republican, Michi- 
gan, another delegate to UNO who 
issued an even sterner warning to 
Russia three weeks ago, rushed 
over and shook his hands. 

The speech coincided with 
mounting agitation for another 
Big Three meeting. President Tru- 
man has not indicated whether he 
is receptive but he has implied 
that any such conference should 
be held in Washington. 
MEETING SET FOR MAY 

Arrangements already call for 
regular meetings of foreign min- 
isters of the major powers, with 
the next scheduled for Paris in 
May. But the State Department is 
represented as feeling there 
should be less emphasis than in 
the past on such meetings and 
more on settlement of interna- 
tional disputes through the United 
Nations. 

Connally termed the first UNO 
session an “unqualified success” 
and said that if the same co-opera- 
tion is continued at the New York 
and future meétings there will 
be permanent peace. He said his 
experiences at on and San 
Francisco “con me that Rus- 
sia does not want another war.” 

“Russia has the right to any 
form of government it sanctions,” 
he said. “It has the right to adopt 
its own system without the inter- 
vention of any foreign. nation. 
These rights do not extend beyond 
her boundaries.”

CHUNGKING, March 12.—()— 
Official Russian assurance was 
given Tuesday that Soviet troops 
evacuated from Mukden were 
slated for shipment out of Man- 
churia, but the precise situation in 
and around Mukden was obscured 
by conflicting reports. 

It was taken for granted here, 
however, that central government 
forces would be able to hold the 
city despite reported incursions of 
Chinese Communists. ‘The latter

From northeast China command 
headquarters in Chinchow, 150 
miles southwest of Mukden, Asso- 
ciated: Press Correspondent Spen- 
cer Davis reported that Chinese 
government troops inside Mukden 
were taking control of the city in 
an orderly fashion. They were be 
ing steadily reinforced by well- 
equipped units moving in over the 
Mukden-Peiping railroad. 


REPORTS UNCONFIRMED 

Davis said there was no confir- 
mation whatever, in telephoned 
messages from Mukden, of earlier 
reports of street clashes inside the 
city between Chinese Communists 
and government troops, nor was 
there any evidence of previously 
reportec’ large fires there. 

Maj. Robert Ring, of Chicago, 
U. S. Army assistant military at- 
tache in Mukden, was quoted as 
saying that all complete units of 
Maj. Gen. Kovtoun Stankevitch’s 
Red army garrison had been pull- 
ed out March 7 and 11, and that 
only rear echelon elements re- 
mained in the city. 

A Chinese Central News Agency 
dispatch from Mukden said Stan- 
kevitch himself planned to leave 
the city Friday with the few re- 
maining troops—described as 
“probably his bodyguard.” 

The same dispatch quoted Chi- 
nese authorities in. Changchun. as 
reporting that “layer after layer” 
of Communist troops surrounded 
the northern outskirts of Mukden 
and that there were no central 
government troops in that sector. 
TROOPS PATROL AIRFIELD 

At Chinchow, however, Gen. 
Shih-hui and Gen. Chao Chi-hsiang 
said that Peilong airfield, north of 
Mukden, was being patrolled by 
government troops, although Rus- 
sian planes still were on the field. 

The first Russian explanation of 
their evacuation of Mudken was 
reported in a Chinese Central 
News dispatch from Changchun. 
It said Gen, Tung Yen-Ping, head 
of the Chinese military mission in 
Manchuria, had called upon the 
Russian chief of staff to inquire 
about the troop movements. 

The Soviet officer replied that, 
inasmuch as the Chinese govern- 
ment had announced its readiness 
to take over garrison duties in 
Mukden, Soviet forces had begun 
to leave the city for Changchun. 

He gave no indication how long 
the evacuated troops would stop 
over in Changchun, but said in- 
sufficient transportstion facilities 
had prevented their shipment di- 
rect to Soviet territory, so a stop- 
over in the Manchurian capital

Black Market Indictments Name 


7 Corporations, 245 Individuals 


NEW YORK, March 12.—(UP)—A black market ring said to be the largest ever uncov- 
ered in the United States, was alleged Tuesday in federal grand jury indictments against 
seven corporations and 245 persons. 

Seven indictments charged that the ring, with the aid of ration coupons faked from tint- 
ed paper and cut-up telephone books, overdrew ration accounts by 75,000,000 meat ration 
coupons and sugar coupons amounting to 6,000,000,000 pounds of sugar. 


Returned after the grand jury 
heard more than 1,000 witnesses in 
the most expensive investigation 
conducted in the New York dis- 
trict, the indictments said the vio- 
lations occurred between March 
15, 1945, and V-J Day, Aug. 16, 

U. S. Atty. John F, X. McGohey 
said the ring had a “tight hold” on 
the sale of ration checks to whole- 
sale distributors in the New York 
area. 

Forged stamps issued by the 
ring, he said, were found as far 
west as Ohio, Illinois and Wis- 
consin. They were sold most in- 
tensively in New Jersey, Pennsy!- 
vania, Connecticut and New York 
state, the attorney said. 

Pieces of tinted paper and pages 
of telephone books were inclosed 
in,envelopes marked on the out- 
side with false numbers of ration 
stamps and filed in ration accounts 
with banks, McGohey said. Banks 
shortchanged in this manner did 
not discover the deception for 
some time.

“The Department of State has 
received reports to the effect that 
during the last week additional 
Soviet--armed forces and heavy 
military combat equipment have 
been moving southward from the 
direction of the Soviet frontier 
through Tabriz toward Tehran 
and toward the western border of 
Iran. This government has in- 
quired of the Soviet government 
whether such movements have 
taken place and if so the reasons 
therefor.” 

The note asking the reasons was 
sent several days ago, evidently 
when the first reports of troop 
|Movemer were received. 

Tabriz is a major Iranian com- 
munication center in the northern

HER FATHER’S ARREST 

In January, 1942, the Gestapo 
arrested Jean D’Ayer, her father, 
taking him to the Gestapo head- 
quarters on the Avenue Foche in 
Paris; Why he was arrested, Mlle. 
de Noailles does not know to this 
day. 

“It was typical,” she said. “They 
took people and one never knew 
why.” 

From Avenue Foche, her father 
was sent to prison at Fresnes, near 
Paris, then to Compiegne. After 
some time he was taken by armor- 
ed train into Germany to the con- 
centration camp at Buchenwald, 
but later was transferred to Flos- 
senberg, near the Czechoslovakian 
border, and again to Oriensberg, 
near Berlin. His last address was 
the concentration camp of Belsen. 
where Kramer. better known as 
“The Beast of Belsen,” was in 
charge. D’Ayer died there on 
April 4, 1945. 

Meanwhile, his wife, Mme. Ho- 
lange D’Ayer, who for 13 years 
had been head of the French fash- 
ion magazine, Vogue, in Paris, was 
arrested in November, 1942, by the 
Gestapo, apparently in connection 
with her husband’s arrest, and 
sent to Fresnes, where she was 
kept incommunicado for four 
months. 


HER BROTHER KILLED 

Mile. de Noailles’ only brother, 
19-year-old Maurice, joined the 
Charolais battalion of the French 
Maquis in the Department of Sole- 
nois, near Lyon, in order to escape 
arrest. The young partisan, who 
had been a student in Paris until 
the war, was killed in October, 
1944.

Veteran Gets 
False Arrest 


Judgment 


A jury in Fulton superior court 
has awarded $1,500 damages to 
James T. Johnson, of 405 Camer- 
on street, S. E.. on the ground 
that he was arrested and detained 
without a warrant by two Fulton 
county deputy sheriffs last July 20. 

Defendant in the suit, tried yes- 
terday before Judge Bond Al- 
mand, was the Standard Surety 
and Casualty Company of New 
York, which carries a bond on 
Sheriff A. B. Foster. The petition- 
er alleged that Foster was-respon- 
sible for. the action of his deputies 
and that the bonding company is 
responsible for Foster. 

The deputies who arrested 
Johnson were Albert Battle and 
G. W. Culpepper. Both said they 
‘received telephone calls asking 
that they go to Johnson’s home 
and arrest him. The calls, they 
said, purported to come from 
Johnson’s wife. Over the tele- 
phone, they said, they were in- 
formed that a warrant had been 
issued for him. They said that 
thev then looked in their file and 
found what they thought was a 
peace warrant, went to the Cam- 
eron street address and arrested 
Johnson. | 

It developed that what the 
deputies had mistaken for a peace 
warrant was only a “decree nisi” 
to be served on Johnson restrain- 
ing him from threatening his 
wife. 

On the witness stand, Mrs. 
Johnson denied she had tele- 
phoned the deputies, who were 


stationed at Fulton Tower. Evi- | 
dence was introduced that she | 
had filed a petition for an injunc- | 
tion against her husband prior to’ 
the arrest. 

Johnson said he had been back 
from the Pacific, where he suf. 
fered injuries in the jnvasion of 
Peleliu island, only a few days 
when the two deputies showed up 
at his home late one night and 
took him to Fulton Tower.

1. If you are 18 years old, 
or older, go to the tax col- 
lector’s office in your county 
courthouse and sign a voter’s 
registration card.

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Worse Than the Preventative 


There is a growing national feeling, 
now that the administration has let down 
so many of the inflation bars, that all at- 
tempt at control should be terminated. 


“An economy cannot progress half re- 
stricted and half free,” argue many rule- 
of-thumb economists; “the administration 
having lifted many price ceilings and en- 
couraged labor demands for higher wages, 
the quickest and best way to a full econ- 
omy is to loose all restrictions and let all 
factors be free to determine their own 
levels.” 


Such an attitude admittedly charac- 
terized the Postwar Economic Policy Com- 
mittee of the house of representatives 
when it sat down to study the nation’s 
reconversion picture and make recommen- 
dations thereupon. 


“The committee approached the prob- 
lem of wartime controls with the hope of 
being able to recommend a summary re- 
moval of most of them and the immediate 
return in our postwar economy to the 
American way of doing business without 
governmental restraint,” declared Chair- 
man William M. Colmer, Democrat, of 


Mississippi. “But after five months of 
study of the many problems involved, the 
committee reluctantly reached the conclu- 
sion that such a course would most likely 
result in ruinous inflation AND WOULD 
REACT UNFAVORABLY NOT ONLY TO 
THE WAGE EARNERS AND CONSUM- 
ERS BUT TO BUSINESS ITSELF. 

“The committee in its deliberations 
was confronted with two evils, continua- 
tion of governmental controls on the one 
hand and a paralyzing blow to our re- 
conversion program on the other. It chose 
the lesser. THE DISEASE OF INFLATION 
IS STILL WORSE THAN THE PRE- 
VENTATIVES.” 

One has only to remember the collapse 
of the last postwar inflation—when 106,- 
000 businesses went bankrupt, when fac- 
tory payrolls shrank 44 per cent, when 
one-sixth of the nation was jobless, when 
450,000 farmers lost their farms through 
foreclosure—to know the truth of that 
statement. Inflationary forces are esti- 
mated eight times as great now as then. 

“The disease of inflation is still worse 


. than the preventatives.” 


Let congress not forget it.

Automobile Workers, has told members of 
the union that “union politics have fig- 
ured in the General Motors strike nego- 
tiations.” 


According to Thomas, long at odds with 
Vice President Walter R. Reuther, who 
reportedly wants to be head of the UAW, 
the latter’s political ambitions have de- 
layed settlement. 


Pointing out settlement of the Ford 
strike, Thomas pointedly asked: 

“Why has Reuther not been able to 
settle the General Motors strike?” 

This open friction in UAW will lead, 
inevitably, to a political showdown which 
will be costly to the union in public con- 
fidence. Those interested long have known 


that R. J. Thomas, backed by Communist: 


members, has skillfully manipulated the 
animosity between Reuther and George 
Addes, secretary and treasurer, to keep 
himself in office. 


Neither Thomas nor CIO’s Phil Murray

All the official weight of 
Phil Murray’s staff will be on Thomas’ 
side.

E. An Old House 
That No One Loves 


Following the road from Dalton to Chats- 
worth, Ga., you see it on the left well before you 
are near it—the old Vann house. 


Its red, handmade bricks are so softened by age that even at a 
distance they seem warmer than the raw, red clay on which the 
house sits. .The house seems to rise out of the clay, its two tall 
chimneys standing up above it, etched against the sky. 


It looks lonely. I think it is. Time was when tenants lived in 
it, spitting snuff across its wide hearths, swearing at its great wide 
fireplaces which required logs for real heat. It was a house which 
has known no affection for a long time. Not since Joe Vann and 
his Cherokee wife and children set out on the long “Trail of Tears” 
to Oklahoma has anyone loved it as a home. 


Now it is empty of even the careless tenants. Its windows are 
broken and the dead weeds and grasses of a summer gone clutter its 
yard. The rains have washed away all the topsoil at the left of 
the house and the red clay is laid bare with a deepening ditch 
through it. The old house stands there, sturdy and gaunt with 156 
years of defiance in its bricks and timbers. Perhaps the Cherokee 
woman loved it, running her hands over the Georgian mantels, 
climbing with awe and some fear the hanging stairway, seeing with 
great pride the wallpaper fetched from England. But even of that 
one cannot be sure about. There was always violence about the 
place. And fear. A violent man built it and he ruled strongly, 
striving to protect the rights of the Cherokees, whose blood was in 
his veins. In the end, when all was lost, he left with them. He 
came from somewhere in North Carolina, with the whisper following 
him that he was wanted for murder. He married a Cherokee woman 
and he built the house of handmade brick, freighted by river boat 
and ox cart to the high hill there near Spring Place where the 
Moravians had their mission. He sent his children to their school. 
He embraced, as they said then, Christianity and urged it on the 
Indians. He tried to make a go of it but the dice of destiny and 
the hunger of new settlers for land and gold were too much for him. 
And too much for the Cherokees, who were to know the bitterness 
of a broken pledge and of cruelty and imposition. 


The house remains. Across the road and a field 
Vann House there is the old Moravian schoolhouse where the 
Vann children went to school. It was a courthouse and again a 
school. 


Vann built his house in 1790. There was nothing else like it in 
the whole region about him and assuredly it marked him as a 
great chief. 


It must have been a spectacle—the Indians lounging about its 
yard and porch, their horses grazing near it—their children play- 
ing with the Vann children. Vann was a trader and there must 
have been always at his house bundles of furs and perhaps some 
gold brought down from the streams and springs of the hills beyond. 


It was a tall, fine house, and it did not have the old porch which 
now defaces its front or the two rear rooms.in a sort of a shed. 
There was grass and trees about it then. One could stand on its 
porch and look across the small valley to Spring Place, where the 
little town and mission were. There, too, the Indians swarmed to 
trade and to look at the school and to hear the sermons from the 
missionaries. They came from the depths of the Cohutta mountains 
and the Appalachian valley. 


Vann must have seen the beginning of the end in 1833 when the 


mission was closed by an unfriendly state and government. But he 


stayed on. 


One may assume the children laughed 
John Howard Payne there and that the Cherokee woman 
was happy for a while. But even then there were tension and 
tempers and intolerance there. 

There was a visitor. He was not well known. He is known 
today as the author of the song, ‘‘Home, Sweet Home.” There was 
something of the rebel in him and some feeling for the underdog. 
It was, as it so often does today, to get him into trouble. He was 
a champion of the Cherokees and interested in their history. He 
saw John Ross in Tennessee in 1835 and he came on to Spring 
Place. to meet Joe Vann. 

The Georgia Guard, fearing and hating the Cherokees, wanting 
their land, were sullen and suspicious. John Howard Payne stayed 
with the Indians and ignored the guard. So, they arrested him and 
kept him for 12 days in a log cabin near the brick house. His trial 
was held in the house. That must have been a scene, the Indians, 
the guard and the lawyers, their voices rising out of the front room 
of the house. He was acquitted and went away, not overly im- 
pressed with Georgia hospitality or tolerance. 

Three bitter years were left to Vann and the Indians. In 1838 
they left, making the long march to Oklahoma, cruelly treated and 
abused in a manner which is not pleasant to read about even today. 
The lands were sold by lottery, including the brick house which was 
even then about a half century old. 

It is still there, its ancient bricks soft and warm with a color 
which would enchant an artist. The earth is washing away about 
it; no one has for it any affection or regard, but it stands sturdy 
and strong, monument to a time and a day that was, and to a 
people who knew neither appeasement or justice.

| Nutmegs 


Many Men Have Died 
In Search for Spices 


Milton wrote of “Sabean odours from 
spicy shore of Arabie the blest.” 
Adventurers of the middle ages, sailing their 
little ships into the distant lands of the East, sought spice, to bring 


the 


| back as cargo, because spice brought fantastic prices in the Euro- 


pean markets, where gourmets sought it to add to the taste de 
lights of their tables. 

The spice the oldtime explorers and adventurers sought was 
pepper. 

Today we list as spices scores of different items and the story 
of spice, where it is grown, the wars that have been fought for 
it, the dangers men have dared for it, is one of the most fasci- 
nating of all chapters in the history of mankind. 

It is of especial interest now, because the peace which has 
come to the Oriental world means spice for the cooks of America. 
Have you. found it difficult to buy the pepper you want in your 
grocery stores? The scarcity will be a thing of the past as soon as 
available shipping can bring the pepper from the East Indies. 

Americans use more pepper than all other spices combined, 
normally consuming an average of almost half a pound a year per 
person. And nearly all the world pepper supply comes from with- 
in 500 miles of Singapore, an area held by the Japanese until 
the surrender. 


For another spice with an interesting story, take 
the nutmeg. The nutmeg tree is the only tree which 
gives us two spices. Nutmeg and mace. The nutmegs are the seeds 
of the fruit of the tree. They are usually bought whole, to be 
grated in the home kitchen. Mace is a lacy covering which grows 
around the fruit and which is ground into a fine powder in the 
spice mill. It is used chiefly in pickling and in jams and jellies. 

It may be legend, but it is said originally the nutmeg tree 
grew on only one island, the island of Banda, in the Netherlands 
East Indies. Europeans who first conquered that territory tried 
to limit the nutmeg tree to that island, so the prices would stay 
high because of scarcity. 

* However, Mother Nature doesn’t play according to man’s arti- 
ficial rules. Birds carried off the fruit of the tree, ate the mace and 
dropped the nutmeg seed, which took root and grew, until the 
tree was propagated throughout the entire eastern tropical area. 

Consider coriander, one of the first spices used by man. It is 
believed to have originated in India, In the Old Testament the 
manna which fell from heaven is described as “white, like corian- 
der seed.” 

The most important source of coriander today is Morocco, though 
it is also raised commercially in Paraguay, Peru and Argentina. 
It was first taken to Europe by the Crusaders. It has a taste like 
lemon peel mixed with sage. It is one of the most important of 
16 ingredients used in making curry powder, and is used in pickles 


and in candy. 

: ; Some spices are grown in the United States. 
American Spices New England sage is an old favorite. Cay- 
enne and chili peppers are produced in the Southwest. California 
produces these, and dill seed, paprika, mustard seed, garlic salt, 
onion salt, basil, celery salt, marjoram, fenugreek and caraway. 

There are said to be 36 principal spices. If a ship tried to 
collect all of them it would necessitate calls at approximately 250 
ports. Centers of spice grinding are Bombay, New York, New 
Orleans, San Francisco and London. From these centers they are 
shipped all over the world to wholesale storage houses and, eventu- 
ally, to the shelves of your grocery store and to your own pantry. 

It is a romantic trade. Perhaps not so spectacular, today, as 
in the days when adventurers set forth in flimsy sailing ships to 
seek the valuable peppers, when pirates counted casks of that spice 
among the richest possible loot they could garner. But many wars 
have been fought tor spice and our supplies of many kinds of 
spice have been cut off by other conflicts, not infrequently. , 

Here is a partial list of the spices in most demand in America: 

Cumin, anise, paprika, chili, oregano, 

Cardamon, sesame, sage, marjoram, red pepper, bay leaves. 

Ginger, allspice, cloves, cayenne, thyme and fenugreek. 

Saffron, rosemary, basil, savory and poppy seed. 

Cassia, cinnamon, coriander, juniper and orris. Nutmeg and 
mace. 

And many, many more.

Half Million 
New Voters Seen 


oe The Young Democrats have picked out quite a 
eS ‘ job for themselves, if they expect to register even 
a large portion of the teen-agers eligible to vote 

under Georgia's 18-year-old vote law. Because a school census made 


_a few years ago by the State Department of Education indicates 


that Georgia has more than 160,000 white boys and girls between 
the ages of 18 and 21. There are more than 95,000 Negro boys and 
girls in this age limit—which is significant if Negroes are permitted 
to vote in the Democratic primary this summer. This gives Georgia 
a total of more than 250,000 possible teen-age voters. 

Some say that a bloc of 160,000 voters could elect a governor— 
that means that the white boys and girls in their teens could name 
the next governor, if they voted in a bloc. If all the teen-agers, 
white and colored, voted in a bloc, 250,000 votes probably could 
elect the next governor. 

However, it has been four years since Georgia voted for a gov- 
ernor. And every year a new group of youths reached the 2lst 
birthday, which was the old voting age. Today they are between 
the ages of 21 and 24, This group adds an additional 120,000 white 
boys and girls to the possible voters, making the total potential of 
new white voters about 350,000. This same group also adds about 
72,000 new Negro voters, bringing the Negro potential new voters 
to approximately 171,000. Certainly a bloc of 350,000 white youths 
could control an election. 

If Negroes are permitted to vote, the total potential new young 
voters would be approximately 525,000—greater than the total 
voters’ registration in 1941. 

Of course, no one has any idea that all of these potential young 
voters will register. And no one has any idea they will be used 
as a rubber stamp to elect a governor. But the Young Democrats 
are seeking to register the new citizens so that more citizens may 
participate in governing their state. While the youths will not vote 


in mass for the same candidate, it is generally agreed that young 
people want candidates with progressive ideas in government. 


We dropped in on the youth legislature 
New Around Here for a few minutes during its session over 
the weekend. It was obvious that few, if any, of these 90 boys and 
girls had ever seen a real Georgia legislature in session. They were 
too studious of all the bills before them. The junior clerk was read- 
ing a bill when we walked in. Everything was so quiet that we 
were tip-toeing before we realized it, and easing into an inconspicu- 
ous seat in the rear. We peeked around, like a lady looking at 
other hats in church. Virtually all of the representatives had their 
eyes glued on copies of the’bill which the clerk was reading. It 
would have been impossible to slip through an ill-placed comma on 
these boys and girls. There was no walking around, reading news- 
papers, or caucus between legislators and lobbyists. Lone excep- 
tion to this for a moment or two was really conspicuous—conspic- 
uous because the others were paying so close attention, and con- 
spicuous because one could hardly expect the powerful Richmond 
county delegation in the real house of representatives pulling such 
a stunt. A boy sitting in a Richmond county seat tried to lure his 
pal into a game of tit-tat-toe. 


We don’t know just how much fixing the adult sponsors of this 
YMCA group did to make the young legislature’s work move off 
smoothly. Once the assembly opened, however, the kids took the 
ball, and quickly showed that they had minds of their own. 


We followed an exasperated woman down the capitol steps after 
the first session. She was burned up plenty, and she was telling 
her friend all about it. It seemed that some “little whippersnapper” 
had had the audacity to challenge a ruling by the junior speaker, 
Yessir. The speaker was kind of nervous, anyway, with all that 
responsibility on him. Then this little smart alec had to try to upset 
the procession by challenging the presiding officer. Just when every- 
thing had started off so smoothly. The lady suspected that the little 
procession wrecker had been put up to this stunt by a man ad- 
visor. It just goes to show you what “we are up against in our 
efforts to train the youths.” , 

We judged from the lady's reactions that that little misguided 
boy had wrecked what the adult legislators would have called her 
“well-oiled political machine.”

Ickes Minority 
Not To Be Ignored 


WASHINGTON.—A lot of political and social 
change is accomplished by earnest and well-organ- 


ized minorities. 


Usually they are a strange assortment. 


Among them you see the 


fellow in a Windsor tie; the frustrated spinster in dowdy clothes 
and comical hair-do; crusading labor leaders; zealous people who 


keep little organizations together 
and hardly keep body and soul to- 
gether; prominent people who have 
money and because of a conscience 
want to do something about those 
who do not; sons of financial 
giants who also have consciences 
about the money their fathers piled 
up; men and women who write 
books and plans or paint pictures 
or perform and compose music, 
and plain, practical politicians. 

They are various, but they are 
kept together by a common fervor 
in a-cause, except possibly the last 
group. 


IF HISTORY is any ‘guide, it 
Was some such conglomeration 
that built up the Republican party 
after its organization at Ripon, 
Wisc. They were tired of the slave 
state control of national- policy, 
much like the power exercised in 
congress today by a southern min- 
ority which holds key places, and 
were disgusted with the strad- 
dling of the Whigs. 

They found out the nation had 
enough of this, too. For in only 
their second national election, after 
their initial failure with the ro- 
mantic explorer, John P. Fremont, 
son of-an itinerant French dancing 
teacher, they won with the gan- 
gling Abraham Lincoln. 

Old newspaper friends have told 
of the same fiery devotion of an- 
other such band which walked out 
of the Republican national conven- 
tion in Chicago in 1912 and or- 
ganized the Bull Moose party with 
Teddy Roosevelt at its head. And 
I was witness to the convention of 
assorted folks who with a whoop 
and hurray nominated Robert M. 
LLaFollette on a third, independent 
ticket at Cleveland on July 4, 1924. 


ALL OF WHICH leads up to the 
independent political movements 
in motion today. In particular to 
the decision of Harold L. Ickes, 


former secretary of Interior, to be 
come executive chairman of the 
so-called Independent Citizens 
Committee of the Arts, Sciences 
and Professions. That organization 
performed valuable service in thé 
re-election of President Roosevelt 
in 1944. It might, in some ways, be 
‘a strange assortment of _indi- 
viduals, too, but it is fused to- 
| gether by a devotion to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s principles, international and 
'domestic, and is ready to do some- 
thing about perpetuating them. 

This is not to suggest that this 
organization is the nucleus of a 
third party, though it may embody 
the germ. But the fact that Mr. 
Ickes has become its managing di- 
rector is significant for both old 
parties. 

All Mr. Ickes needs is a letter 
head and a forum. 


THERE ARE, outside of the two 
major parties, even more powerful 
political organizations, among 
them, the  CIO’s Political Action 
Committee which reaches down to 
the precinct and the shop, and the 
National Citizens Political Action 
Committee, a sort of superstruc- 
ture whose membership numbers 
many prominent people not direct- 
ly identified with labor. 

Mr. Ickes, himself, told plainly 
what all this political organizing 
is about when he said that the 
coming congressional elections are 
“as important to the future of the 
country as any in our history.” 

People in these organizations are 
convinced of that. They may suc- 
ceed in making some incumbents 
rather uncomfortable when the pri- 
maries and regular elections come 
around. That is their purpose. 
They are important because they 
believe in something and they be- 
lieve in it hard. 

And they are no respecters of 


persons.

An eyewitness to the booms in 
Florida, I should be able to rec- 
ognize one with the naked eye and 
ear.

Who of those in the drifts and 
sleet of the east today would 
imagine that in the outskirts of 
Tucson, there were trees heavy 
with citrus and sweet peas, daisies 
and violets in bloom on small 
tracts of utter desert, some of them 
subdivisions of claims pioneered 
by veterans of the first World War?

Negro Voting 
Stirs Little 
Excitement 


Georgians seem to be accepting 
Negro voting in the Democratic 
primary this summer without a 
great deal of excitement. 

This became evident yesterday 
when the cries for an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature to keep the 
ban on the Negroes died out, and 
‘more Georgia counties announced 
that Negroes would participate in 
their primaries. 

Gov. Arnall disclosed that “not 
a single soul” had asked him to 
call the legislature into -extraordi- 
nary session to amend the election 
laws, 

To the contrary, Arnall said he 
had received numerous letters 
from points throughout the state 
urging him not to call such a ses- 
sion. Prominent citizens in many 


‘counties advised the chief execu- 


tive to leave the election laws 
alone, 


G-MEN COMING? 

At the same time, political ob- 
servers speculated that Georgia 
would be filled with federal 
agents this summer watching for 
violation of civil liberties laws. 
They said that any election man- 
ager who refuses to permit a per- 
son to vote because of his color 
faces the possibility of criminal 
prosecution. 

Many letters to the Governor 
said that Georgia should comply

MEETING IN EIGHTH 

While Negroes have voted in 
primaries at Athens and Valdosta 
and will vote in Glynn county, a 
meeting in Congressman John 
Gibson’s district indicated that the 
eighth congressional district may 
abolish the county unit system of 
election and try to eliminate Ne- 
gro voting. Many congressmen 
already are elected by popular 
rather than by the county unit sys- 
tem. 

While Arnall said he had not re- 
ceived any requests for a special 
session to change the voting laws, 
he said he had received many re- 
quests for a legislative meeting to 
lift the ban on a governor suc: 
ceeding himself. . 


Nazis in Key 
Jobs, Asserts 
Essen Mayor 


ESSEN, Germany, March 13.— 
(P)—The new mayor of Essen, a 
Communist, says flatly that Ger- 
man industry still is shot full of 
Nazis in such control that they 
wield a whiphand over the ordi- 
nary worker, 

The mayor, Heinz Renner, has 
been fleeing the Nazis since 1933. 
He was in concentration camps in 
France and Germany with such a 
record of animosity to Hitler that 
B r itish occupation authorities 
quickly approved his nomination 
as mayor, 

Renner, the first Communist to 
become the chief municipal offi- 
cer of any postwar German city 
of this size, said he is convinced 
that “denazification hasn’t even 
begun.” 

“The only step that has been 
made,” he said, “was to take into 
custody the big chiefs of the Nazi 
party who were in commanding 
positions of industry. All the mi- 
nor officials still are occupying 
very important positions. The peo- 
ple cannot express their opinions 
because they are afraid of them.” 

The British have tossed thou- 
sands of Nazis out of Ruhr indus- 
try. More thousands have been re- 
jected in their applications for 
jobs. 

They have held to the princi- 
ple, though, of engaging Germans 
to do the job of turning out coal 
and steel and finding competent 
men who weren’t dyed-in-the-wool 
Nazis has been an admittedly hard 
task.

Feed Situation

Will exercise make a thin neck 
thinner? Which deals more firm- 
ly with a double chin, exercise or 
diet? Will chinner-uppers help a 
scrawny neck look more youthful 
or just stretch the skin and leave 
Us holding the bag? These are 
some of the burning questions. 

Let’s begin with the underlying 
muscles of the throat. The main 
muscles are braced with smaller 
ones and tonus in these muscles 
helps to preserve the front line 
of the throat. When these muscles 
are round and full, the skin is 
snug and unlined. How to keep it 
that way? With exercise. Exercise, 
instead of making a thin neck 
thinner, actually makes it fuller 
and certainly younger looking. 

Now about double chins... if 
exercise develops, will it make a 
double chin bigger? Exercise can’t 
grow fat! It wears it down. The 
extra calories come to ful] bloom 
under the chin because that is one 
spot where the muscles tend to 
lose tone. The platysma, a thin 
sheet of muscle fibers between the 
lower jaw and the collar bone, fre- 
quently becomes imbedded with 
fat. Exercise is the only way to 
keep this muscle in tone. 

In the case of a double chin, 
diet is important if your weight 
is above normal. Normal weight 
should always be the aim. But to 
get beautiful results, the diet must 
be backed up with good chin- 
toners. 

Whether your chin is too thin 
or too plump, or merely lined, ex- 
ercise is the béauty measure. Cold 
cream and warm oil act as lubri- 
cants and help to ward off wrin- 
kles, and cold water is an astrin- 
gent, but it takes exercise to tone 
flabby muscles. 

Chin exercises will not stretch 
the skin on the throat if they are 
done correctly. Concentrate on 
moving the muscles under the 
skin. “Set” your jaw, tense the 
throat muscles and make each 
movement slowly. 

Resistance exercises work fast- 
est because they work the muscles 
harder. Try this one: start with 
chin level, fingers locked and 
backs of hands placed under the 
chin, Resisting with the throat 
muscles and pushing with hands, 
force your head back until you 
are gazing at the ceiling. Reverse, 


pushing with the throat muscles) 


and resisting with the hands.

2,051 GI Loans 
In Georgia Total

NEW YORK, March 12.—()— 
The Dow-Jones & Company busi- 
ness news agency, said today “‘it is 
learned” that New York Cotton 
Exchange managers have advised 


Economic Stabilizer Chester 
B wles:that the exchange will re- 
tain its present scale of margin re- 
guirements for futures trading. 
The decision was said to have been 
made at a special meeting yester- 
day. 

Bowles last week asked the cot- 
ton exchanges at New York, New 
Orleans and Chicago to raise mar- 
gin requirement as a means to 
curb speculation. Dow Jones said 
boards of the New Orleans and 
chicago exchanges also were re- 
ported to have declined to raise 
margins. 

Current margins are $10 a bale 
at Chicago, $15 a bale at New 
Orleans and $20 at New York 
where the margins advance $5 a 
bale for each cent advance in 
price. 

Dow-Jones said, “It is under- 
stood that the board of managers 
of the- New York Cotton Exchange 
advised Bowles it feels the present 
margin scale is high enough and 
that any further increase would 
destroy the liquidity of the market 
and its purpose. It was also felt 
that the present margins which 
were raised in January this year, 
have lacked opportunity for a fair 
test since the margins on the other 
exchanges were not uniform with 
those of the New York exchange.” 


NEW ORLEANS, March 12.—() 
D. T. Manget Jr., president of the 
New Orleans Cotton Exchange, an- 
nounced today that the exchange 
had declined to agree in full to 
a: OPA request for increased mar- 
gin requirements in cotton futures 
trading. 

Manget said the OPA had asked 
for margins of $40 a bale begin- 
ning at 27 cents and going up to 
$90 a bale when cotton reached 
32 and 33 cents a pound. 

The New Orleans Exchange pro- 
posed to Economic Stabilizer Ches- 
ter Bowles margins of $10 a bale 
below 25 cents a pound; $35 a 
bale at 30 cents a pound and $5 
a bale for each rise in price above 
30 cents a pound Manget said. 

The present margin here is $15 a 
bale at 25 to 26 cents a pound.

NEW YORK, March 12.—(P)— 
Scattered stocks made some head- 
way in today’s market although 
many leaders continued to drift 
lower in the ‘slowest dealings 
for about seven months.
